+ winch lie about it, the length thereof from South to 
North (chat is from Lyſ:r4 Point in Cornwal, to the 
North of Scotland) is 624 Miles, and the Breadth from 
the Lands end in Corwal, to the Iſle of Thanet in Kent 
about 300 Miles; It is a Country always temperate, 
and was highly eſteemed by the Romaw, tor one of 
their Orators calls it, The Happy and mo? fortunate 
Iſha1d, endured by Nature with all the bleffiags of Hea- 
yen and Earth, wherein is neither extream cold in Win-

Sumner then fetcht a Prieft out of a blind Ale-houſe, 


who finding Hunter rezding reviled him, asking what 


he thought of the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar, 
whether it were not really Chriſt's Body add Blood ; 
Hunter ſaid, He found no ſuch thing in Scripture, 
Ah, qucth the Vicar, now I find you are an Here- 
tick. Hunter rcpiicd, Would you and I were both 
tied to the Stake, to try whether of us would ſtick 
cloſeſt to our Faith. The Prieft ipforming egainſt 
him, he was brought before Biſhop Bonoer, who find- 
ing him firm to his Principles, ſer him in the Stocks

Never was the fallacy of pointings or ambiguity of 
Phraſe more miſchievouſly uſed for the deſtriction of 
a King or defence of the Contrivers, being fo crafrly 
worded, in a double Senſe, that the Keepers might 
find ſufficient Warran', and himſelt ſuffieleat excuſe.

contempt, he ſkewed that a Piflol is a pure L2veller,for Acting Mr, 
Crofts, he was thereupou impriſoned. The Kings great Porter in 2 
Mask at Whitehall, pulled him out of his Pocket, to the ſurprize of 
the Spectators, he was the leaſt Man of the leaſt County in 
England; yet a late Author ſays there was one P. French, born 
in Oxfordſhire, 36 Y-ars Old, and a married Woman; in all 
parts proportion ble, and of good ſhape, wanting half an inch 
of a Yard in height, which is lower than M. Maximus, or M.
